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SUMMARY OF EVENTS 


CANADIAN 


The price of wheat at the ‘begin- 
ming of the week was $1.53. C.P.R. 
stock stood at 148 3-4. 

A strike ig beginning in Drumheller 
mines, the drivers having decided to 
come out. 

George P. Smith, former minister of 

education for the ‘Liberal govern- 
ment of Alberta, and now manager of 
a manufacturing establishment - in 
Ontario, has been asked to attend the 
investigation into the alleged frauds 
in connection with printing contracts 
in the last days of the Liberal Gov- 
ernment. 
__.Mr. Gardiner, chairman of the Al- 
berta U.F.A. group of Dominion mem- 
bers of parliament, has issued a 
statement denying that the party is 
pledged to support Mr. MacKenzie 
King. f 

The result of the Peace River elec- 
tion is now announced to be the de- 
feat of the ‘Conservative, Collins, and 
the election of the Progressive, Ken- 
nedy, by a majority of 37. A re 
count has been asked for by Collins. 

Both Mr. McKenzie King and Mr. 
LaPointe have publicly denied the 
rumour that Mr. McKenzie King is 
retiring from the Liberal leadership. 

There is an increasing demand in 
Ontario that Alberta coal should ‘be 
brought in to replace the usual-.sup- 
ply from the United States which is 
not available owing to the strike. 

In the British Columbia legislature 
a motion designed to prevent ‘the 
establishment of the Ku Klux Klan in 
‘Canada was brought in. Mr. Manson, 
the Attorney-General, made a speech 
strongly condemning the Klan but an 
amendment was moved to leave the 
control of the Klan to the ordinary 
operation of the criminal code of 
Canada and this wae carried by a 
small majority. 

The convention of ex-service men 
at Winnipeg passed a resolution in 
favour of the union of all ex-service 
men’s organizations.

Unemployment in Alberta is con- 
eiderably on the increase and looks 
like being quite serious through the 
winter. 

The inguiry into the alleged print- 
ing scandal connected with the late 
Liberal government is to begin on 
the 7th of December under the direc. 
tion of Judge Walsh. Mr. A. L. Smith. 
K.C., is acting as special counsel ap- 
pointed by the government to conduct 
the case. 

The C.N.R. net revenues for this 
year are very much higher than last 
year. 

The British Columbia Legislature 
unanimously adopted a_ resolution: 
urging the amendment of the criminal 
code of Canada to make drug peddling 
punishable by the lash. The opinion 
was expressed that the criminal law 
was ‘being evaded too often on fech- 
nicalities. 

BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


The funeral of Queen Alexandra in 
London took place on Friday last in 
cold wintry weather, snow falling dur- 
ing the procession. In addition to 
King George, the Kings of Sweden, 
Norway, Belgium and Denmark 
walked in the procession, and at the 
service in Westminster Abbey, in ad- 
dition to Queen Mary, there were 
present the Queens of Norway, Swed- 
en and Spain. The body was taken 
on Saturday to Windsor and _ buried 

as there beside that of King Edward. 
Memorial services were held all over 
the Empire for the late Queen. 

The British House of Lords endors- 
ed the Locarno treaty with little or 
no opposition. In the course of the 
debate the opinion was expressed 
that the dominions also ought to sup- 
port the treaties and Lord Gray ad- 
versely criticized the speech of Gener. 
al Smuts, the former Premier of South 
Africa, in which the General indicat- 
ed that the dominions were wilikely 
to follow Great Britain ‘in supporting 
the treaty. aah) 

A considerable sensation has been 
caused in Great Britain by the ex- 
hibition of moving pictures illustrat- 
ing the cruelties to which old horses 
exported to Belgium for food purpos 
es are subjected. Captain Gee, V.C.., 
a member of parliament, has publicly 
accused the Society for the Preven. 
tion of Cruelty to Animals of faking 
these films in order to get up an 
agitation. Lord Banbury, on behalf 
of the Society, publicly denied the 
charge, and there is a heated contro. 
versy going on about it. 

The trial of 12 communists in Great 
Britain for endeavoring to stir up se. 
dition resulted in their conviction 
Four of them were sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment and the remain. 
der to six months’ imprisonment. The 
judge offered the latter release on 
probation if they gave an undertaking 
to have nothing further to do with 
communist teaching, but they all re- 
fused to give it. The case has 
stirred up a great deal of controversy 

A and the Labour 'Party are denouncing 
the government for prosecuting the 
Communists on the ground that {ft is 
a merely party prosecution. The 
government is equally warmly  sup- 
ported by those who regard the com- 
munist movement as a real danger. 

Very heavy storms off the British 
coast have caused the loss of a 
pumber of lives at sea, chiefly Asher. 
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A controversy: has arisen. in the 
Liberal party in Britain .about. the 
political funds received by. Mr. Lloyd 
George while at the head of the coal- 
{tion government in the ‘war. ‘He re- 
fuses to hand these over to the Lib 
eral party unless his new land schem< 
is endorsed by the Party. This the 
Party -seems to be unwilling ' to. do, 
and it may be split up as a result. © 

The situation in Ireland as the re- 
sult of Mr. MeNeill’s resignation 
from the boundary commission is ex: 
ceedingly serious. Conferences have 
been held in London between Mr, 
Baldwin, the British Prime Minister, 
Sir James Craig, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, and Mr. Cosgrave, 
Prime Minister of the Free State, but 
no settlement appears to have been 
arrived at. In the meantime the Ul- 
eter authorities are taking steps to 
strengthen the border posts. Free 
State troops are being sent north to- 
wards the border, and all leave has 
been stopped amongst the British 
troops still in Northern Ireland. De 
Valera, the republican leader, is tak- 
ing advantage of the situation to agi- 
tate against the Free State govern- 
ment and there have been several acts 
ef violence and some shooting by the 
Republicans in and near Dublin. The 
danger of civil war appears to be 
quite considerable. 

The Locarno Security treaties were 
signed with full formality in London 
yesterday. Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain, British Foreign Minister, has re- 
ceived the Order of the Garter in 
recognition of hia services in ar: 
ranging these treaties. Only one 
other commoner has received this dis- 
tinction before, that being Sir Ed- 
ward Grey before he ‘became Lord 
Grey. 

The seamen’s strike in Australia 
has at last ended, the men having ac- 
cepted the ship owners’ offer. 

Great Britain has arrived at a 
treaty for the settlement of the fron- 
tiers of Irak, Trans-Jordania and the 
territories of Ibn Saud, the leader of 
the fanatical Arab sect of the Wah- 
abis, who have been waging war on 
other Arab tribes in Arabia for some 
time past and have taken possession 
of the sacred cities of Mecca and 
Medina. 

The Mosul crisis becomes eteadily 
more threatening. A large Turkish 
army is believed to be gathering on 
the frontier of Irak, ready to invade 
the country and there seems to be a 
tendency in Great Britain at length 
to admit the reality of the danger, 
which political leaders have tried to 
avoid facing because they realized the 
unwillingness of the country to face 
a war on behalf of frak. It is quite 
doubtful if the Irak and British forces 
are at present strong enough to hold 
their own against the Turks, though 
they probably have a coneiderable 
superiority in aircraft. India is the 
nearest and natural source of rein- 
forcements for the British authorities. 


FOREIGN 


Colonel Mitchell, in the course of 
hig trial in the United ‘States for 
breach of discipline in making public 
accusations against the air service 
authorities, repeated his charges of 
criminal inefficiency and neglect. 

It is estimated that the death roll 
from motor car accidents in the Unit- 
ed ‘States for this year will amount 
to 22,000. 

Torrential rains in Athens caused 
very heavy flooding which ia said to 
have resulted in the drowning of a 
numer of-persons in the city. The 
floods had a further result in expos- 
ing a number of old gold and silver 
vessels and other antiques which had 
been buried at the foot of Mount 
Lycopettus, one of the hills which 
stand around Athens. 

The Prussian government has come 
to an agreement with the ex-Kaiser 
for the handing over to him of prop- 
erty formerly hia to the value of be- 
tween seven and ten million dollars 
in lands and other forms of property. 
The bargain has aroused keen op- 
position from sections of republicans 
in Prussia. 

M. Raditch, one of the Jugo-Slav 
ministers, has made menacing public 
speech directed against the Fascieti 
government of Italy in which he said 
that any aggressive action by Italy 
would be resisted not only by Jugo- 
Slavia but also by Czecho-Slovakia 
and all the other Balkan nations. It 
is believed that relations between 
Italy and Jugo-Slavia are exceedingly 
strained, otherwise the speech would 
hardly have been made. Mr. Raditch 
was until quite recently the head of 
a Croatian separatist and republican 
party in Jugo-Slavia but a comprom- 
ise was arrived at between him and 
the government under which he be- 
came one of the leading cabinet min- 
isters. 

It is reported that in spite of the 
efforts of the United States antl- 
liquor authorities the rum-runners are 
still swarming off the North ‘Atlantic 
coast, using Nova Scotia as a base. 

The German Reichstag approved of 
the Locarno treaties by a large ma- 
jority, 300 to 174. This means that 
Germany will now set her hand to a 
solemn and voluntary treaty which 
provides forthe abandonment by her 
of all claim to recover Alsace-Lor- 
raine at any time hereafter. On the 
surface at any rate this amounts to 
the healing of a national quarrel 
which has been a menace to European 
peace for over fifty years. 

Turkey is reported to have refused 
to consent to accept the League of 
Nations as a compulsory arbitrator in 
the Mosul dispute. The effect of the 


refusal is that the whole of the long 
arbitration proceedings have been 
practically thrown away. It now re- 


mains to be seen if Turkey will at- 
tempt to enforce her claims by mili- 
tury action, and if so, whether the 
League of Nations will put into force 
against her the economic or military 
measures provided in the covenant of 
the League. There ig no fresh news 
as to whether the Turks are moving 
troops to the Mosul frontier. 

After looking extremely serious 
the French government crisis has 
been solved for the time being. M. 
Doumer and M. Herriot both failed to 
form a cabinet, and for five days 
France was without a government 
and talk of a coup d'etat and ‘the as- 
gumption of power by a dictator be- 


gan to get about.. However, M. Briand 
was again requested by the _Prest- 
dent to form a government and after 
considerable difficuity has .done_ 60. 
With the exception that M. Loucheur, 
one of the richest men in France, be- 
comes Minister of Finance, there is 
not much change from the last gov- 
ernment, M. Painileve, late Premier, 
retains the post of Minister of War, 
and M.. Briand’ retains ‘that of foreign 
Minister,.while becoming Prime Min- 
ister. Unless M. Briand shows him, 
self in his-strongest light, there does 
not seem to be any reason why this 
government should Jast any longer 
than the last few governments in 
France. In the meantime the franc 
continues to Icse in value, 
whole financial position to be very 
serious. 


Tchitcherin, the Russian Soviet For- 
eign Minister, was in Paris last week, 
negotiating with the French govern- 
ment on the subject of the Russian 
debts to France. No settlement has 
yet been announced or the likelihood 
of one. 


Admiral Tirpitz, the German who 
was chiefly responsible for the sub- 
marine campaign during the late war, 
is the most recent prominent man in 
Europe to declare publicly for the 
abolition of submarines as weapons 
of war. Although many leading men 
have made a similar declaration, some 
nations, including France, have de- 
clared against the abojition, and in 
any event it is quite unlikely that 
any nation which intended to go to 
war hereafter, will hesitate to make 
use of submarines, if it suits its pur- 
pose in spite of any agreement which 
may be.made. 

Greece has demanded a large indem- 
nity from Bulgaria for the recent 
frontier trouble. It will be remember- 
ed that the League of Nations com 
migsion recently fixed a considera)'e 
sum as payable by Greece to Bulgaria 
Ha damage done by the Greek invas- 
on. 

In Syria the fighting seems to have 
gone in favour of the French ‘in the 
past week or so, and somewhat severe 
reverses are reported to have been 
inflicted on the rebel Druses and 
Arabs, but in view of the French cen- 
sorship it is a matter of opinion if re- 
liable information is being sent out of 
the country at the present time. 

In Morocco no notable change has 
taken place in the situation, but Abd 
el-krim is now reported to have asked 
for peace on much more reasonable 
terms than when he was at the height 
of his successes, It is probable that 
the French and Spaniards will now in- 
sist on complete submission by him. 


The situation in Egypt has Changed 
little in the past week, but a British 
cruiser was sent in great haste from 
Malta at the end of last week to Alex- 
andria, which would eeem to indicate 
that the British Government consid- 
ers the position extremely serious. 

In South America there is a danger- 
ous situation developing between 
Chile and Peru. They have for some 
years been disputing about an area 
on their frontiess known as the Tacna- 
Arica area. The United States Presi- 
dent having assumed the position of 
arbitrator, ordered a plebiscite to be 
taken in the disputed area to deter- 
mine the wishes of the people. Gen- 
eral Pershing and a United States 
commission was sent to see that the 
plebiscite was fairly taken. For some 
reason Chile has now refused to ac- 
cept the plebiscite and has_ with- 
drawn from the common arbitration. 
The United Statee is still trying to 
arrange a settlement, but this looks 
rather doubtful. 

The civil war continues in China, 
and news has come in that the Man- 
churian army of Chang Teo Lin is be- 
ing beaten orhas betrayed him to his 
enemies. In any event the so-called 
Christian general, Feng Yu Tsiang, is 
in control of Pekin, the capital, and 
is reported to have sent a message to 
his rival in Manchuria to fight or 
abandon political life altogether. 

The king of Siam, Rama 6th, is 
dead. 

It is reported that a revolt has brok- 
en out in Erzerum in Turkey against 
the Turkish government on the ground 
of ita supposed irreligious tendencies 
and measures. It is not thought that 
the revolt is likely to be very serious 
for the government. 


baldi have been arrested in Italy on a 
charge of complicity in the plot 
against Mussolini and the Fascist gov- 
ernment. 

The United States coal strike ap- 
‘peared to be on the way to settlement, 
the men having accepted as a basie 
of settlement the proposal of Gover- 
nor Pinchot, but the U.S. mine-owners 
have rejected the proposal for a setile- 
ment. 

Germany having agreed to thr 
Locarno treaties and having  satis- 
fied the allies as to her disarmament, 
the British army is evacuating the 
Cologne area where it has been in oc- 
cupation since the Armistice. It is ex- 
pected that the army will move to 
Wiesbaden, another area of occupied 
Germany, which is not to be evacu- 
ated for the present. 


DEATH OF MRS. J. B. 
DURAND 


On Sunday afternoon there died in 
North Red Deer, Mrs. Agatha Gardy 
Durand, wife of M. J. B. Durand. The 
deceased lady, who was 48 years of 
age, had been ill since last summer. 
An operation undergone some time 
ago had been temporarily advantag- 
eous, but trouble recurred, and it was 
not possible to arrest -it. Madame 
Durand suffered at times during her 
illness, but bore the suffering with a 
courage worthy of the utmost admii* 
ation. Like her hueband, she was 
born in France, and came to Red Deer 
about 20 years ago, and had lived in 
North Red Deer since that time. She 
was well known and greatly respected 
in the city and district. As a teacher 
of French to private pupils she was 
most successful, and she continue 
her teaching until nearly the end of 
her life in spite of her illness. She 
was buried yesterday in the Roman 
Catholic cemetery north of town, the 
funeral arrangementa being in the 
charge of Mr. Orme. She will be 
missed by a wide circle of friends,

gto Canadian athletes themselves, 
their present day standard of sports- 
manship is as high as one could find 
anywhere.

Wiggins halted, 
shouted, and brought the "Varsity run- 
ner back, set him on the right road, 
and allowed him to regain his pre- 


vious lead before following. And the, 
: outrageous and could be justified only 


Toronto man won the race. In other 
words, although certain victory was 
offered through his opponent’s error, 
Wiggins refused to take advantage of 
it—he would win or lose only on a fair 
teat of speed. 

Here is another example of the 
same kind. Some fifteen years ago 
the tennis team representing Eng- 
land against the United States in the 
world championship Davis Cup tourna- 
ment included the famous’ Doherty 
Drothers. In one of the singles match- 
es one of the brothers was. given a 
point for a ball which he saw cut the 
back line, instead of clearing it. On 
the next play he deliberately allowed 
his opponent to score a point. He 
would not accept an advantage which 
he did not think he was entitled to, 
even when the point had been given 
him by the judge of play. 

After these stories let us read this 
paragraph from a newspaper account 
of one of the world series  baseba}) 
games of this year between Washing. 
ton and Pittsburgh: 


“Stanley Harris showed a_ nifty 
Piece of baseball strategy when he 
ordered Johngon to pass Meadows 


(the Pittsburgh pitcher) in the third 
The be-spectacled tosser was paraded 
to first with one down and was forced 
to run the paths when Moore hit int« 
a double play. This effort evidently 
had its effect on Meadows, for he 
cracked in the fifth, and four singles, 
three of them in a row, netted the 
world’s champions a pair of counters.”

sult, not of the ability of the Washing. 
ton players, in a straight test of skill 
to hit Meadows, but as a result of tir. 
ing him by “chasing him around the 
bases.”

ALBERTA HORSE 
AND CATTLE MEN 
WIN PRIZES 


Alberta exhibitore in the horse 
and cattle classes at the Royal Winter 
‘Fair at Toronto recently, were heavy 
winners. In the Shorthorn classes, 
the Prince of Wales’ “King of the 
Fairies” won the grand championship 
against strong competition. H. G. 
Morrison's three-year-old . Aberdeen 
Angus cow was first in her class and 
wag reserve champion. 

In Herefords, most of the prizes 
came to Alberta. Frank Collicut, of 
Crossfield, and O. A. Biggs and Sons, 
of Daysland, divided the honors. Col- 
licut won all the female champion- 
ships, his junior yearling heifer was 
junior and grand champion, and his 
four-year-old cow was senior and re- 
serve grand champion. 

Senior and grand championship 
went to Boggs’ on their bull, Colum- 
bug Don, and the reserve went to 
Frank Collicut on Williow Spring V. 
C. and Willow Spring Gay Lad 615. 

In graded herds, Collicut was first 
and Boggs second, in the junior 
herds Boggs was second, and in the 
class of three get of one sire, Colll- 
cut was first and Boggs second, with 
Boggs first in two progeny of one 
cow. 

The University of Alberta came 
strongly to the front in the finished 
beef market animals and won six 
firsts in Angus, Hereford and Short- 
horn steer classes. J. L. Walter's 
came first and W. W. Sharpe’s_ sec- 
ond. In junior yearlings, the Univer- 
sity came second with Sharpe's steer. 

In the Senior Yearling Hereford 
clase, the University came first and 
was also at the top in the junior 
class.

WINTER GARE OF THE 
PREGNANT SOW 


(Experimental:Farms Note) 

At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe,.. the first provision 
made in conngction with the winter 
management #f pregnant sows is for 
exercise. “To compel exercise the 
sleeping quarters are located some 
200 yards from the feeding troughs 
which are near the main piggery, thug 
forcing the sows to walk to and fro 
twice a day for their feed. The lot 
over which the sows walk is plough- 
ed deep in the fall to expose fresh 
earth of which the sows consume 
small amounts daily. A shed cheaply 
constructed from posts, discarded 
woven wire, and straw, or well- 
banked portable cabins prove to be ex- 
cellent winter quarters. During ex- 
tremely cold weather following a 
heavy snow fall there is some danger 
of the sows’ teats ‘being frost-bitten 


when the pigs plunge through the 
snow to the feeding trough. This 
rarely occurs, as the sows’ usually 


shave a well-tramped trail made to the 
trough. 

From 3 to 5 pounds of whole oats 
or oat-chop, fed scattered on the froz- 
en eurface, or in troughs, with one 
pound of wheat bran added, per day 
per head makes a good grain allow- 
ance. If sows are thin in flesh the 
grain ration might include one-third 
barley until the condition is improv- 
ed. If roots, turnips or mangels are 
available, 5 to 10 pounds per head 
might be fed each day. Alfalfa or 
clover hay is also a valuable roughage 
and will be readily eaten. If oats 
have been cut quite green, mature 
sows Will eat the green feed with rel- 
ish and benefit. It is difficult to lay 
down definite rules to meet all condi- 
tions; therefore, the feeder must ex- 
ercige judgment and feed a_ ration 
made up of a variety of feeds and 
feed much or little as the condition 
of the sows demands in or- 
der to keep them from getting over. 
fat or yet ‘becoming too thin. Soft 
coal can be fed to advantage if kept 
before the sows at all times. To pre 
‘vent hairless pigs dissolve one ounce 
of potassium iodide in one gallon of 
water and feed one tablespoonful of 
‘the solution per sow per day for 90 
days previoue to farrowing. 
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|; COLORADO BEETLE 
HIBERNATES IN 
WINTER 


The Colorado beetle ig a most per- 
sistent insect. It starts to hibernate 
in August, September or early Octob- 
er, and turns up ready for business 
in the spring. In Ottawa, as told by 
the Entomological Branch in Bullet- 
lin 52 of the Dominion Department of 

Agriculture on “The Colorado Potato 

Beetle in Canada,” tests have been 

made as to length of life of the 

creature and under what circum- 
stances it will retain vitality. In 
wintering cage tests with beetlee in 
New Brunswick several lots were 
forced into hibernation at an early 
date by confining them in wire cag- 
es on the soil with only enough food 
for one day. All had burrowed 
_ within three days after the food had 
gone. From three lots put in the cag: 
es August 30 and September 5, 205 
beetles out of 600 emerged the _ fol- 
lowing spring. Out of 200 put in Sep- 
tember 10, 42 emerged and out of 
3,320 put in the cages on September 
13 and later only 360 emerged in the 
'spring. This would seem to indicate, 
; ag the bulletin says, that the earlier 
the pests hibernate in the autumn the

In a damp, cold clay loam they 
have’‘been found. within 2 inches. of 
the surface and none at all below 6 
inches, while in a loose, sandy soil 
only a few hundred feet away none 
were found at less than 14 inches and 
some ‘17 inches. In a -dense, 
gravel-loam soil only an occasional 
beetle was turned out when’ the 
plough was cutting 5 inches deep, but 
a@ number could be found by digging 
8 inches more in the bottom of the 
furrow. 


‘At a recently held lamb fair or- 
ganized by a County Agronomist and 
carried out with the co-operation of 
the federal Live Stock Branch in the 
province of Quebec, out of 250 lambs, 
187 were rated as first quality bring- 
ing the top price for the day. These 
lambs, consisting of ewes and weth- 
ranged between 70 and 100 
pounds, averaging 85 pounds per 
head. The remainder of the stock 
were small and unfinished, ranging 
around 60 pounds per head, and sold 
at from one to two cents per pound 
less money.

DR.McCOLLUM 
ON EGGS 
Dr. McCollum, a noted scientist, 
believes that the real reason why the 
‘men and women of China and Japan 
are small in stature is that their diet 
has been faulty, lacking mainly in 
egge and milk. In fact the Doctor 
thinks that differences both in bodily 
and mental equipment are due to 
diet rather than race. The use of 
eggsin a limited way by the Chinese 
has probably saved them from extinc- 
tion; but they do not use sufficient of 
the hen product and no milk. In con- 
trast, the eminent scientist points 
out, according to Pamphlet No. 59 of 
the Dominion Department of Agric.l- 
ture, the people of Europe and Amer 
ica are, comparatively speaking, lib- 
eral users of both eggs and milk;

PLANT LICE IN THE 
GREEN HOUSE 


Aphids or plant lice—the so-called 
“green flies’ and black flies—are a 
pestiferous nuisance that every flor. 
ist has to maintain war against. They 
feed on the sap of the tender growth 
of plants, sometimes entirely ruining 
them and often injuring the flowers. 
Their presence on plants is frequent- 
ly indicated by a curled and distorted 
condition of the leaves. They have 
marvellous powers of multiplication, 
but as Bulletin No. 7 of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture on “In- 
sects Affecting Greenhouse Plants” 
states, they are happily easily con- 
trolled by spraying with nicotine 
preparations or by fumlgating with 
tobacco extracts or hydrocianic gas. 
The general practice, says the bulle- 
tin, should be to spray when only a 
few plants are attacked and to fuml- 
gate when nearly or quite all the 
house is infected. Care should be 
taken in .using commercial tobacco 
extracts to follow the manufacturers’ 
instructions, always remembering that 
violets are Hable to injury from to- 
bacco fumigation and nicotine 
sprays. In combatting violet aphis 
hydrocianic acid gas should be used 
but with the greatest care to see that 
none is breathed into the lungs, as 
the gas is a deadly poison. Further 
the greenhouse should be thoroughly 
aired for half an hour after its use.

John Dahl, a farmer at Cereal, Al- 
berta, om the Hanna-Drumheller line 
of the Canadian National Railwaye, 
this year threshed 3,360 bushels of 
wheat from 110 acres of etubble land. 
He also-had 180 acres of summerfal- 
low and has threshed from the 290 
acres a total of 10,000 bushels of 
grain.

Dahl's half section of land were val- 
ued at half what other lands can be 
bought for, and the price of his equip- 
ment and stock put at what similar 
outfits are selling for, he will realize 
from this one crop almost twice the 
amount of his investment. Mr. Dahl's 
two gons assist him in making his 
farming operations profitable. 


VAST POWER RESOURCES 

On the occasion. of the visit of mem- 
bers of the Canadian Mining Institute 
last month to the Winnipeg Hydro 
Electric plant, located on the Winni- 
peg river, F. M: Martin, consulting 
engineer of the Manitoba Power com- 
pany, who designed and built the 
plant, in the course of an address 
stated that it would require six mil- 
lion tons of coal annually converted 
into electrical Dower to equal the 
power derived from the present and 
future possible installations om the 
Winnipeg river. This, the said, was 
more than the present entire annual 
output of coal of the province of Al- 
berta, which last year amounted to 
5,200,000 tons. 


MINERAL OUTPUT OF 
'B. C. INCREASES 
The mineral output of Britsh Col- 
umbia this year will reach a_ total 
value of $60,000,000, approximately 
one-fourth more than last year, ac- 
cording to the estimate prepared by 
the provincial mineralogiet. The 
value of mineral production last year 
‘was $48,704,604, while for the first 
‘eight months of this year it ‘has 
totalled $41,000,000. Gold produc- 
tion shows a large increase and a 
greater output in coal and zinc is 
noted, while smelter activity is evi- 
denced by a big increase in the out- 
put of coke. 


GROWTH OF INDUSTRIES 

At the opening of the British Colum. 
bia Legislature recently the member 
for North Vancouver spoke on the 
progress of business in the province 
‘during the past year. He cited Work. 
men’s Compensation Board statistics 
showing an increase of 300 industries, 
10,000 employees and $12,000,000 in 
payrolls. In seven of the largest 
centres, the value of building  per- 
mits for the first seven monthe of this 
year had shown a great increase over 
the two previous years. 


RECORD CAR LOADINGS 

‘ A two year record in car loadings 
on Canadian railways was broken in 
the week ended November 7, when a 
total of 77,370 cars were loaded. This 
figure surpasses the 1924 peak by 
2,769 cars, and was greater by 173 
cars than the 1925 record established 
in the week ended October 17.- The 
‘cumulative total for 1925 for the first 
time passed the corresponding 1924 
total, the increase now being 4,594 
cars, according to the Dominion Bur- 
‘eau of Statistics.

THE HUSBAND AND 
WIFE PROPERTY BILL 


It will be remembered that at the 
end of last session of the ‘Legis. 
lature the Hon. Mrs. Parlby intro- 
duced a bill to deal with the property 
of husband and wife during marriage. 
The bill is to be known as “The Com. 
munity Property Act.” It was the ex- 
pressed intention of Mrs. Parlby that 
the bill should be thoroughly dis. 
cussed and considered throughout the 
Province before the next session of 
the Legislature,in order that its mer. 
its or its faults might be properly un- 
derstood. It hag been suggested that 
it will be of interest to many people 
and particularly of women that the 
bill as introduced should be publish. 
ed, and something said of points which 
might be doubtful in it. The bill is 
accordingly now printed, and_ the 
editor will be glad if any readers of 
The News who wish to get any ex- 
planations about it will write and ask 
for such, when it will be attempted 
hereafter to give them. 

BILL 
No. 54 of 1925. 
An Act Establishing Community Prop- 
erty as between Husband and Wife. 

Hie Majesty, by and with the ad. 
vice and consent of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Alberta, 
enacts as follows: 

Short Title 

1. This Act may be cited as 

Community Property Act.” 
Interpretation 

3. In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— , 

(a) “Head of the community” re- 
fers to the spouse who for the time 
being has the management and con- 
trol of the community property; 

(b) “Property” shall include a thing 
in action. 

3. All property of the husband own. 
ed by him before marriage and that 
acquired afterward by gift, including 
therein devise and legacy, or by suc- 
cession to an intestate, shall be his 
separate property. 

4. All property of the wife owned 
by her before marriage and that ac- 
quired afterward by gift, including 
therein devise and legacy, or by suc- 
cession to an intestate, shall be her 
separate property. 

5. All other property acquired by 
either husband or wife, or both, dur- 
ing the marriage, including the rents 
and profits of the separate property 
of the husband and wife, shall be com- 
munity property, unless by the  in- 
strument (if any) by which any such 
property is acquired by either spouse, 
it is provided that the rents § and 
profits thereof be applied to his or 
her sole and separate use, in which 
case such rents and profits. shall be 
separate property. 

6. If either spouse, before the mar- 
riage, has acquired a legal or equit- 
able right to property which {Is per- 
fected after the marriage, the prop- 
erty shall be separate, and the en- 
munity shall have a right to be reim- 
bursed out of the separate estate of 
the epouse benefitted for all expendi- 
tures of money, time and effort made 
in performing the conditions and per- 
fecting and completing the title: 

Provided that grants of property 
issued ‘by the Crown pursuant to 
statutory regulationg shall be com- 
munity property, unless the grant 
issued before the marriage, in which 
case the property shall be separate; 
and provided further that this pro- 
viso shall not operate so os in any 
way to interfere with the rights of 
the Crown. 

7. All property acquired during 
marriage by either spouse shall be 
prima facie presumed to be commun:

Provided that whenever the  hus- 
band is of unsound mind or has been 
convicted of a criminal offence and 
sentenced to imprisonment for more 
than one year or has abandoned his 
wife and family and left his family 
without support or is an _ habitual 
drunkard or for any other reason ie 
incapacitated, incompetent or un- 
able to manage and control the com- 
munity property, the wife may apply 
to the the Court to be substituted for 
her husband as head of the commun- 
ity, and the Court may in its dis- 
cretion appoint her in place of her 
husband as head of the community 
and empower her to dispose of the 
community property; or divide the 
community property equally between 
the husband and wife, making the 
part awarded to each their separate 
property. 

9. Matters and questions arising 
under this Act may be brought in the 
Supreme Court of Alberta by etate- 
ment of claim or originating notice. 

10. The community property of the 
husband and wife shall be liable for— 

-(a) the ante-nuptial liabilities of 
the spouses; provided that for ante- 
nuptial liabilities of either of the 
spouses the separate property of the 
spouse ' liable shall be primarily 
answerable; 

(b) liabilities incurred by the hus- 
band for the benefit of the communi &; 
while he is head of the community. 

(c) liabilities incurred by the wife 
for the benefit of the community while 
ghe is head of the community, 

(d) debts contracted by the 
for necessaries for herself and 
children. ; 

11. The head of the community 
shall also be personally answerable 
for liabilities incurred for its benefit 
by him or her as head of the com- 
munity.

pestuous fits of anger—and they think 
the children inherit these qualities. 
Moral traite, so experts say, are cer. 
tainly developed and often controlled 
by environment. For example, many 
people are afraid of lightning, but a 
noted authority says he has 
seen babies show fear at a sudden 
flash of light. The loud crash of thyn- 
der frightens them, but not the bril- 
liant light alone. Fear‘can be taught, 
so can courage.

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MR. GREENFIELD’S 
RESIGNATION 


The resignation of Mr. Greenfield 
trom the premiership of Alberta and 
his succession by Mr. Brownlee, the 
Attorney-General, had for some little 
time been anticipated. Mr. Green- 
field’s departure from his _ position 
will, at least from the personal stand- 
point, be a matter for regret amongst 
a great many people in Alberta, even 
where they did not belong to the Far. 
mer Party and did not necessarily 
agree with the political views either 
of that party or of Mr. Greenfield. 
Mr. Greenfield enjoyed the respect of 
all who followed public life, and it 
must ‘be a cause of satisfaction to 
him that throughout his term of 
office there was never the smallest 
suggestion with respect to him and 
his government of anything but com- 
plete straightforwardness and_ the 
best of intentions. That there was a 
certain lack of capacity to frame 
policies and carry them’ through 
promptly ig a matter for regret but 
not for reproach to Mr. Greenfield. 
If he carries out his‘expressed inten. 
tion of retiring from public life at 
the next election, the province of 
Alberta and the Legislature will be 
distinctly the poorer for his departure. 
His successor, Mr. Brownlee, has been 
regarded as the outstanding figure in 
the Farmers’ Government since that 
government was formed. It is to be 
expected that now that he is at the 
head of the government there will be 
an added element of drive imparted 
to ita.action. There do not appear to 
be any acute controversial issues at 
the present moment pending in pro- 
vincial politics, and it would be to 
the advantage of everybody if it 
were possible for the newly reorgan- 
ized government to come to some 


“arrangement with the other parties 


which would make for the elimination 
of merely partisan controversy and 
for the treatment of provincial affairs 
on a purely business basis. There 
have been some suggestions that Mr. 
Brownlee contemplates something in 
the nature of a broadening out policy, 
and if the broadening out were to 
proceed along such lines as are 
above suggested, it is at least pos- 
sible that a considerable number of 
the people of Alberta would be in- 
clined to support it irrespective of 
which of the existing parties they 
may have hitherto belonged to.

GRAIN GRADING 


In last week's Advocate there ap- 
peared « letter from Mayor Johns of 
Red Deer mentioning a case’ where 
grain from the same crop and the 
same bin was given no less than four 
different grddes at the same elevator. 
From many quarters the same com- 
plaint is being made of the appar- 
ently capricious character of the 
grading of grain, and there is a feel- 
ing among some of the farmers that 
they are receiving something less 
than jostice in this matter. What- 
ever may be the merits of the case, 
it is obviously undesirable that any 
such feeling should exist, and the 
question arises how it is to be pre- 
vented. How can the farmers be as- 
sured that they are getting justice 
in the grading of their grain, and at 
the same time the elevator operators 
be equally protected from having to 
accept a grading which they do not 
Tecognize as accurate? There seem 
to be several different suggestions on 
the subject. Government grading by 
genuine experts at all points is one 
such. That is liable to be a very 
costly, possibly impracticable, meth- 
od. The present system of an appeal 
to the government gr..’>r, when the 
farmer thinks he is not .airly treated, 
is apparently rather too slow and 
formal for the average farmer to tak» 
advantage of it, though in theory it 
should meet the case adequately 
enough. Another suggestion is that 
a system of sale by sample should 
be introduced, and a third theory is 
that nothing but co-operative owner: 
ship of elevators will give satisfac. 
tion to the farmers. 

It is a very important question, 
and one that needs careful consider- 
ation by disinterested experts. It ig 
to be hoped that some solution can be 
worked out which will give satisfac- 
tion to all concerned.

MR. MEIGHEN AND 
WAR ELECTIONS 


Mr. Meighen recently announced 
in a public speech that in hig opinion 
if at any future time the question 
arises of Canada being involved in a 
war, not only should she not partici- 
pate in that war until Parliament has 
given its approval, but before any 
Canadian troops leave Canada, a 
general election should be held to 
ascertain the opinion of the people 
of Canada on the proposed warlike 
action. 

There is hardly any doubt as to 
the reason for this pronouncement of 


Mr. Meighen. It is designed to con- 
ciliate the people of Quebec, and to 
assure them that they wil] be given 
every chance of saying “no” to the 
proposal to take part in another such 
war as the recent Great War. It was 
Mr. Meighen’s action in supporting 
and enforcing conscription inthe late 
war which cost him the support of 
Quebec in the last two general elec 
tions, and particularly in the most 
recent one, for Quebec is protection- 
ist in sentiment and would probably 
have given at least a _ considerable 
meagure of support to Mr. Meighen’s 
prospects for a high tariff, if the 
memory of the conscription measures 
had not blotted out all other consid- 
erations. 

Mr. Meighen’s bid for the favour 
of Quebec is a profound mistake. It 
is a blunder from every standpoint. 
From the point of view of national 
welfare and safety, of constitutional 
practice, of human nature, and finally 
of honour, it is wholly unsound. Such 
a question as the sending of Cana- 
dian troopa abroad to take part in a 
war is wholly unsuitable for decision 
by plebiscite, for that is the meaning 
of a general election held on such a 
subject.

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Hospital Board Report 


Below will be found the report on the Red Deer Municipal Hospital by 
the Chairman of the Board, Mr. J. R. McClure. The full detailed figures 
which accompany the report are not printed, but will be found in the an- 
nual report published by the City, which will be ready for the annual 
meeting. of ratepayers on Friday eve ning. 


RED DEER MUNICJPAL HOSPITAL 


To the Citizens of Red Deer: 

It is gratifying to be able to report to the citizens of Red Deer 
that their hospital has had another successful year. In every par- 
ticular there hag been a marked advance in the progress of the hospi- 
tal during the period January Ist, 1925, to October 31st, 1925, com- 
pared with a similar period for the year 1924. . 

Financially, notwithstandjng that 1925 has been a year marked 
by slow collections, the hospital ie financially in a stronger position 
than last year. The Secretary's report discloses that the hospital 
has to its credit a cash balance in the bank on October 3lst, 1925, of 
$1251.19 as compared with the balance of $620.76 at the end of Octob- 
er, 1924. The Board was compelled to make expenditures on capital 


account to the extent of $792.18 all of which was paid out of: revenue. 
In only one particular has there been a falling off and that is in the 
collection of patients’ accounta. ‘This is entirely due to the conditions 
which have prevailed in this district owing to the crop failure of last 
year. In any event, the officers of. the hospital, namely, the Secre- 
tary and the ‘Superintendent, are in no wise responsible for the falling 
off of collections, as every legitimate means consistent with courtesy 
has been exercised by these officers to protect your hospital, and the 
Board has every reason to believe with the improvement in conditions 
that a very large proportion of the outstanding accounts will be col- 
lected during the balance of this year or early in the year 1926. 

Since it is not the ‘business of an hospital to make money, al- 
though it should be its business to pay its way, the Board reduced the 
charge for maternity cases from $4.00 per day to $3.50 per day, and 
the Board has under advisement further reductions. 

The Red Deer Municipal Hospital is unquestionably growing in 
favor. Yearly the field from which it draws its patients is being ex- 
tended and this is seen in the increase from year to year of the num- 
ber of patients admitted There is an increase this year for the ten 
months ending October, 1925, of 44 patients compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1924. This, as was pointed out last year, is no 
doubt partly due to the efficiency maintained by the hospital but also 
largely due to the reputations of the surgeone practising in Red Deer. 
Of the 397 patients admitted to the hospital this year, 159 were ad- 
mitted for major operations as compared to 109 last year. There 
were only 14 deaths in the hospital this year as compared with 25 dur- 
ing the corresponding period of 1924. In this splendid record the 
Superintendent and her excellent staff must be given at least some 
of the credit. . 

The Board found it neceesary to effect improvements both in 
the building and in the equipment during 1925. An X-ray machine 
was acquired early in the year. The kitchen, lower corridor and five 
wards were repainted, the verandah and balcony were repaired and 


painted. In addition to this the hot water supply was increased by 
the installation of coils in the steam ‘boiler and by adding an addition- 
al range boiler. 

- The Board, having in view the beautifying of the hospital, had 
Mr. Reader, of the Parks Department,. Calgary, while he was in Red 


Deer during the summer of 1925, inspect the grounds with a view to 
making suggestions that, when carried out, would tend to beautify the 
surroundings at the hospital. To this end, flower beds have been 
made at the Fast side of the building and the grounds at the East pre- 
pared for a lawn. 

The citizens are under a deep debt of gratitude to the several 
organizations and others for their kindly efforts and assistance to the 
hospital. In particular mention should be made of the Ladies’ Hos- 
pital Aid. This organization had a ward painted and had a new win- 
dow put in same. The Horn Hill Ladies’ Aid had their ward painted. 
The Rotary Club had a radio installed and each room is wired so that 
patients can enjoy the radio concerts if they so desire. Mention 
should also be made of donations of equipment by the Curling ‘Club, 
His Worship Mayor Johns and the I.0.D.E. 


The estate of the late Hubert J. Bayly has paid over to the 
Hospital Board a cheque for $1000.00, being a legacy which was left 
by the late Mr. Bayly in a will which proved to be inoperative. The 
beneficiaries, however, of Mr. Bayly’s estate, although they were not 
legally bound to pay the legacy, preferred to carry out the wishes of 
the late Mr. Bayly, resulting in the payment of the legacy as afore- 
said. The citizens of Red Deer are therefore deeply indebted to the 
beneficiaries of the late Mr. Bayly for so genuinely carrying out the 
wishes of the deceased. 


As was pointed out last year the credit for the excellent show- 
ing of the hospital is due to the Superintendent, Mrs. Findlay, and to 
Mr. A. T. Stephenson, the Secretary, together with, of course, the 
splendid staff under the guidance of the supérintendent. 


It is perhaps difficult for the citizens of Red Deer to realize to 
the fullest extent what an excellent Superintendent Mrs. Findlay has 
proved herself to be. Her qualities, however, as a Superintendent 
have gone afleld, for Drumheller, requiring the services of a superin- 
tendent, offered the position to Mrs. Findlay, but she, loyal to the 
hogpital that owes so much of its success to her, refused the ‘posi- 
tion, and the citizens of Red Deer have much to be thankful for in 
that refusal. = 


If the credit for the successful operation of the hospital is com- 
ing to Mrs. Findlay and her splendid staff, then to a like extent is the 
financial success of the institution due to the efforts of Mr. A. T. 
Stephenson. * If the citizens of Red Deer have any doubts as to wheth.- 
er or not there is any chance of failure in the operation of the electric 
light plant that is about to be taken over from the Western General 
Blectric Company, Limited, they would do well to study the results 
of the operation of the municipally owned and operated hospital, and 
it is submitted if such is done that the doubts will be dispelled.

In this new warfare which start- 
ed at the beginning of August, 1918, 
changes were fast. In the two years 
prior to this time many of ua had 
scarcely seen civilians except when 
on leave. Now we were able to see 
them as we moved forward rather 
than when we went backward, and 
nothing was stranger or more touch- 
ing in the whole war than the sight 
of those poor, home-wrecked people 
as they plodded along with all their 
worldly goods on some small, two- 
wheeled cart or even in a bag or 
‘bundle over their shoulder towards 
safety within the British lines.

This was a 
situation demanding immediate ac- 
tion, but one in which it was neces- 
sary for the Major, ag O. C., to main- 
tain the dignity of his rank. In at- 
tempting to do this, and at the same 
time beat a hasty retreat, his steel 
hat fell to the ground. Just at that 
minute some shrapnel shells burst 
right over the ‘battery behind us. The 
situation was one of peril, but one 
on which one looks back with amuse- 
ment. The writer had neglected that 
morning to put on his spurs, and the 
animal which he was riding being one 
of those whom the army officially 
classes as aged, but which in my opin- 
jon might have been aged for some 
ten years, refused to go as fast as 
; the necessity of the situation seemed 
to demand. However, a signal given 
by me, at the request of the Major, 
who was endeavouring to -extract 
himself from the machine gun bullets 
j and retrieve his hat at the same time, 
enabled each vehicle of the battery | 
to be dragged across the ditch at the 
‘side of the road into an open field 
behind the shelter of some tall trees 
lining the sides of the road.

We continued the policy 
inaugurated the previous year of doing some gravelling, and by doing 
a little each year we will in-a few years have a large proportion of 
our streets gravelled. Weare extremely fortunate in owning such an 
excellent gravel pit. so well located. ‘ ‘ 

We. have. constructed.a ‘lot of cinder walks. to replace old 
plank walks, and-have had the pleasure of building a cement walk for 
the’property holders on 1st St. S.' This, I believe, is the first since 
1914. ‘ , 

The bridge on 5th St. N. was condemned by the engineer, and a 
By-law to raise $2,500.00 for a cement arch bridge was not approved*by 
the ratepayers. It was felt by the Council that the citizens, while not 
approving the building of a cement arch bridge, ‘still desired a bridge 
of some sort, so arrangements were made with the government to 
have the bridge built by the government bridge gang when they were 
in the neighbourhood. The bridge has now been completed and seems 
to be a splendid job. The cost will be about $1000.00. 
WATERWORKS 
There have ‘been a few new services added. The wells were 
cleancd of silt this summer, water analyzed, and found free of con: 
tamination. There have been a large number of leaks in the mains 
and I have no doubt that this is attributable to the action of the steam 
pumps. A thorough inspection of the hydrants has been made and 
they are in good condition for the winter. The water intake is in good 
condition. ; . 
POLICE 


There have been no serious crimes during the year. The Chief 
has acted somewhat as an employment agent and has been instru- 
mental in placing dozens of men in jobs. The unemployed problem 
promises to be rather wore serious this year than usual. Owing to 
the bad Fall, there has been very little work for the casual laborers 
and they are now beginning to drift into the big cities. Edmonton 
and Calgary have announced their intention to refuse help to single 
men and are doing everything possible to discourage their staying, 
and as a consequence practically every freight train passing through 
Red Deer hag its quota of unemployed. The Police are kept busy, 
especially at night, in keeping these gentlemen on the move. 

FIRE BRIGADE 


There were in all ten fire alarms during the year. Early in 
the year three cottages were destroyed owing to the breaking of the 
only hydrant within serviceable distance. The only other serious fire 
was at the Lyric Theatre. Fortunately it occurred when there was a 
small attendance and no harm was done except to the building, which 
was rendered unfit for further use. ‘We have had to purchase a new 
team again this year, and also 500 feet of hose and some shut-off 
nozzles. While I think our fire department costs us a lot of money, 
on the other hand we are getting protection that places us in a very 
enviable position from the standpoint of fire losses. The average fire 
loss for the Dominion of Canada, per capita, over a period of ‘five years 
was $5.00, while for Red Deer the figure is $2.91. Only ten towns of 
similar size in Canada have a smaller average. 


PARKS 


A start was made to improve the City Square. ‘On the advice 
of Mr. Reader, Parks Supt. of Calgary, trees were Planted and the 
boulevard on the South side cultivated. 

The road to the Waskasoo camp was graded, making it much 
better for tourists to get in and out. Our camping site has been 
puek admired and should prove a distinct asset to the city in the 
uture. 


We moved some old swings from the City Square to other parts 
of the City. 


HEALTH 


There have been no epidemics and the general health of the 
city is very satisfactory. 


GENERAL 


The outstanding events of theyear have been the. Western Gen- 
eral arbitration, and the carrying of the By-law for the necessary 
money .to purchase the plant. i 

After many years of private operation, the ratepayers have at 
the very first opportunity indicated their intention to control their 
own utilities. The award is, in my opinion, a very favorable one, 
and much credit is due the city solicitor, Mr. Payne, for his very ex- 
cellent handling of the City’s case. The result of the vote is very 
gratifying to the Council and the Commissioners, and I trust that our 
datas action regarding this utility will meet with. the same endor- 
sation. 

I have no doubt as to the value of the business to the City, and 
I confidently expect that in the very near future we will be using the 
profits of this utility to reduce our taxes, i 

The problem of making. our -five -churches and the ‘Parish Hall 
available for public gatherings waa solved by the adoption of a plan 
for licensing them. 


A portion of Woodlea was sold to the Nazarene church and a 
tabernacle erected thereon. 

A petition for early closing by-law was presented but not pro- 
ceeded with owing to the lack of time necessary to make it operative. 
If thought desirable it should be brought up early in the coming year. 

Cancellation of South Mount Royal subdivision was completed. 
The city is endeavouring to adjust some questions with Pine Lake 
Mun. arising out of the sale of subdivisions in the school district. 

We continue to demolish old buildings that are past repair and 
the sale of the lumber more than covers the cost of demolition. 

FINANCE 


The matter of finance ig comprehensively dealt with in the 
Commissioner's report, and I do not intend going into it in detail. I 
am heartily in accord with his suggestion that we should refund some 
of our Treasury Bill issues. To a great extent the security for these 
Bills has remained unimpaired while we have been paying off the Bilig 
out of current taxes. This places an unfair burden on the present 


taxpayer. 
Our capital indebtedness has been reduced by $25,993.71 during 
the current year; this is nearly 23% of our gross revenue, Our 


financial condition is getting stronger every year, and we should goon 
arrive at the point where some reliez from taxes were possible, if 
some means could be devised by which we could collect a greater 
percentage of current taxes each year. 

It is a case of every one carrying their share of the load. If 
we all did, the load would not be so oppressive, but when one falls 
down the rest have to bear his burdens as well as their own. The 
taxes can be lowered if the taxes are pald. 

The staff has given most efficient service during the year: and 
T must say in all fairnese that while we may be justly accused of pay- 
ing high wages, we are certainly getting value for our money. It is 
a great comfort to have around you a set of men whoare capable of 


taking the initiative, and who do not have to be watched in order to 
get results.

SAVING THE STRAWBERRIES 


AND RASPBERRIES 


— 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
There are some seasons when 


strawberries and raspberries come 
through the winter on the Prairies 
without any special protection. There 
are also some seasons when even the 
most hardy varieties suffer unless 
specially protected with some kind of 
covering. As the severity of the win- 
ter cannot be determined till winter 


is 


passed, it is the rule now to cover 


all strawberries and raspberries in 
the late fall. Strawberries are cover- 
ed with etraw or slough hay = any 
time after the ground is frozen. Hay 


is 


preferable because of the danger of 


volunteer grain and weed seeds be. 
ing carried on the straw and giving 
trouble the following season. If the 
covering {s from four to six inches 
thick it is not too heavy to smother 
the plants and it is thick enough to 
prevent any thawing of the roots dur- 
ing mild spells in the winter and 
early spring. When auch covering 
has been applied and left till the 
middle of May there has not been any 
loss of plants from winter killing at 
the Rosthern Station. 


Raspberries are treated differently. 


Any time after the fruit is picked the 
canes which have borne fruit and all 
but about six to a hill of the young 
canes are cut out. Just before the 
ground is frozen, usually early in Oc- 
tober, the canes are bent over and 


he 


ld down by putting a shovel of 


earth on the tips. Thig is a two-man 
job. Later the whole thing is cover- 
ed over with straw or slough hay and 
left till sp'ing. Raspberries treated 


in 


this way have never suffered from 


winter injury at the Rosthern Station.
